KILLED CHILD 
TO BE RID OF IT 


Unnatural Mother Wanted to 
Run Away With a 
Man. 


Linden, Ala... May 24.—A horrible and 
revolting crime has just been discov- 
ered near the Tombigbee river, about 
ten miles from this place. 

Four negroes have been arrested in 
connection with the case and are now 
in the Marengo county jatl charged 
with murder. Their names are. Lucy 
Williams, Bi)l Pritchett, “Buster” 
Brown and Lucian Sanders. Lucy 
Williams is the mother of the mur- 
dered child and she has confessed to 
Sheriff W. S. Grant and others that she 
and the three men in jail with her 
killed her two-year-old child and hid 
the body in the creek. 

While riding along the creek hunt- 
ing a suitable place to cross the stream, 
D. C. Conypton, Jr., discovered the feet 
and lower limibs of the child sticking 
up out of the water and he pulled up 
the corpse only to find that it had been 
securely tied head-downward to a pole 
and the pole driven down into the 
muddy waters of the creek. 

This had been done one day during the 
past week while the creek twas coneider- 
ably swollen, but after the creek went 
down to its normal condition the lower 
limbs of the child were left sticking 
up so that they could be easily seen 
by a passerby. 

The twoman says that her motive for 
the horrfble deed was to get rid of the 
child eo that she could run away with 
Bill Pritchett. She says that he and 
the other negroes in jail with her helped 
her in the horrible crime and that after 
scalping the child so as to make its iden- 
tification of the body more difficult in 
case it ghould be discovered, they choken 
it to death and then tied the body on the 
pole, carried it about two and a 
miles to the creek and put it down wum- 
der the water. She says that it was still 
moving a little when its scalp was taken 
o ffand phat they proceeded to choke it 
50 aS to make sure that it was dead. 
The woman is only !8 years old and 
talks freely about the death of the child. 
The men are between 20 and 2 S5years 
of age.

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FIRST TROLLEY CAR SEEN 
JUST TWENTY ¥EARS AGO 


May 23.—(Spectal.)\—Twenty 
years ago this spring a Boston Strect 
manager went to Richmond. 
to inspect the newly opened trolley 

There he saw twenty-two motor- 
men, one after the other, start their 
cars from the car barn and go buzzing 
hill and down through the city 
The spectacle was something 
railroading. 

The Richmond line, the first practical 
application on any scale of the princi- 
ple of the overhead trolley, had been 
in operation since February I!, !888. 
Of its success there was no question. 
The Bostonian wen: home to take im- 
mediate steps for the installation Of a 
trolley system on one of the lines lead- 
ing outward from the Hub. Boston 
was thus the first very large city Ol 
the United States to begin to electrify 
its street car services. Since then, in 
the brief space of two decades, tnefre 
have been built in this country alone 
trolley roads which carry more than 
tive billion passengers annually. 

If one person had to do all the trolley 
tripping for all his fellow Americans he 
would iravel in a straight line more 
fifty thousand times around the 
earth. in order to finish his task in a 
single year he would have to gO way 
and night at a@ rate of about 150,000 
miles an hour—Sav 2,000 times as fast 
as the human voice is carried through 
the air. At the present rate of growth 
of the industry he would be ooliged 
a few years hence to exceed the veioc- 
itv with which the light leaps from sun 
to planet. 

All this in twenty 
world moves fast. 
sent Dr. Osler's 
students at Harvard 
less than two decades 
plush-seated vehicles remodelled from 
horse cars and provided with motors 
and controllers, began to zip to the ac- 
complishment of Sparks from the over- 
head wire along Main street into Bow- 
doin square, Boston. That and one 
other were the only electric lines tn 
the country beside the One at Rich- 
mond. Today the student in any or the 
New England universities can travel 
by trolley far into the middle west or 
to a considerable distance southward 
or northward along the coas'. 

Often as the story of trolley develop- 
ment has been told. the rapidity with 
which it has taken place is not always 
appreciated. This sort of electric 
transportation is not yet of age.

Because of the incon- 
venience of animal power as a motive 
street car managers everywhere a few 
years ago were eageriy. watching the 
outcome of experiments with eletcric 
traction.

Professor Moses G. Farmers car pro- 
pelled from a nitric acid battery In 
1847: Thomus Hall's toy motor car on 
a 40-foot track. the marvel of visitors 
at Charitable Mechanic’s fair at Boston, 
1867: Professor C. G. Page's trial motor 
car run over the Washington Ba}l- 
timore railroad line in (879; 
motor car experimented upon ; 
wizard of Menlo park in the early eigh- 
ties: Leo Daft’s experimental roads 
exhibited at Coney Island and Mechan- 
ic’s Institute fair at Boston in ([&84; 
Charlies J. Van Depoeles’ demons'ra- 
tion line at the New Orleans exposition 
of 1885: John €. Henry’s Kansas City 
independence line, first exemplifying the 
overhead wire system with a rod 
which the management of the road 
called a troller. but which the employ-

To help them do this it ne that 
within a very few vears afier the first 
suceessful operation at Richmond 4 
great deal of money became available 
for what appeared certiin to become a 
profitable form of investment.

Frequently there were 
several little electric traction companies 
in a city: later came euch consolidations 
in the direction of efficiency as the Bos- 
ton Elevated Rallway Company, the De- 
troit United Railway Company. the New 
Orleans Railways Company. the United 
Railways and Etectric Company of Bali- 
flmore and many others. Toward the 
end of the nineties came the beginning 
of the great’ interurban systems of the 
middie west, one of the most prominent 
promoted by a New England interest

Figures told a re- 
markable growth. Some 8,000 miles of 
track in 1890 had expanded to nearly 239,-

of the United States. 

The time came early when not only the 
largest cities and vtheir suburbs were 
seen to offer a field for electrical equip- 
ment, but places of from twenty to two 
hundred thousand as well. Capital from 
the eastern money markets was on the 
lookout for investment in traction enter- 
prises in promising cities of the west and 
south. With astonishing rapidity, tne 
slow moving ‘“‘hayburners,.”” as the mule 
cars were called in southern places, were 
retired tn tavor of modern electnic con- 
veyances. Such cities as Savannah, Co- 
lumbus, Dallas, Houston, Tampa, Bir- 
mingham, Knoxville, Jacksonville, Key 
West, El Paeo and many more were given 
modern transportation, usually by co- 
operation of local and eastern capital.

Many of the im- 
provements on elevated railroad cars, 
firet adopted in Boston, such as the ‘‘easy 
access’’ doors worked by power, have 
been applied to the more expensive type 
of trolley cars. This means particulariy 
the ‘‘semi-convertibles.”’ This ig the 
type car that seems destined to -e 
universally used in the larger centers of 
population. As late as the St. Louis ex- 
position of 1904 the great commodious 
and @omfortable ‘‘semi-convertibles 
which transported the crowds to and 
from tihe fair were more or less of a 
novelty to the public, although street car 
managements had for years been advo- 
cating eomething of the kind as a means 
of avolding investment in a double set 
of cars. 

Just what the popular attitude would 
be toward them was tunknown, but hun- 
dreds of thousands of Americans who 
Visited the Louisiana purchase exposition 
liked the eemi-convertibles. Tuey save 
since then gained in poplarity so that 
the summer of 1908 finds them in use on 
many of the best equipped transportation 
lines of the country. Particularly in 
such a climate as that of New Pngland 
where warmth and. cold, sunshine and 
rain, succeed each other almost without 
warnings, euch a corporation ag the Bos- 
ton Elevated Company has found that 
they have solved many of the difficul- 
ties of. operation. The various safety 
devices and conveniences with which 
they are provided, a8 compared with the 
crude vehicles that were being instaHead 
twenty years ago, demonstrate how 
rapid progress has been. 

In intensive railroading. with better co- 
operation of railroads and trolley sys- 
tems, Is believed to lie the future of elec- 
tric transportation in the big centers 
of populafion. Experiments in the way 
of electrification on the New Haven and 
other railroad syetemgs are in that di- 
rection. The next ten yearg of the trol- 
ley will probably also see a continuatio. 
of the present policy of financial! leaders 
and engineering experts in developing 
the transportation facilities of smaller, 
but progressive communities.

CANNERY AT AMERICUS. 


The Plant Will Have a Capacity of 
20,000 Cans Daily. 


Americus, Ga. May 24.—(CSpecial.)— 
Thoroughiy equipped and ready. for 
operating the big peach cannery just es- 
tablished in Americus DY a long known 
Baltimore packing house is awaiting the 
ripening of peaches in the great or- 
chards here. The plant is equipped with 
new and modern machinery and has @ 
capacity of probably 20,000 two-pound 
cans daily. Carloads of bright new 
cans have been shipped here and ready 
for use. The plant is jocated upon the 
Central railway, and will afford employ- 
ment to 200 people during the busy can- 
ning season of six or eight weeks. 

June peaches, which are almost full 
grown now, will be used largely by the 
cannery. as wil] the Bibertas rip@ning in 
July. The peach crop in this section 
will be the largest and most profitable 
ever grown here. More than a quarter 
million trees are literaMy loaded down 
with fruit. and probably (50 or 200 cars 
will be shipped east, besides supplying 
the cannery with all the fine fruit that 
it can consume.

BUBONIC PEST DECREASES. 


Castro Will Open Venezuelan Port 
to Foreign Trade. 


Caracas, May 23, via Willemstad, May 
24.—President Castro has issued a de- 
cree that in viaw of the fact that no 
new cases of the bubonic plague have 
appeared during the past eight days at 
LaGuaira, the port will be opened to 
United States and European trade, be- 
ginning May 25, and to coastwise and 
interior trade on May 29. 

The American gunboat Paducah 4r- 
rived at Puerto Cabello on May 2l, the 
commander of the vessel immediately 
advising Thomas P. Moffatt, the Ameri- 
can consul at La Guaira, who has been 
practically cut off from communication 
with the outer world for some weeks past 
on account of the plague, that he would 
«0 to LaGuira on May 23, in order to 
transfer him to Guantanamo, Cuba. The 
Paducah is expected to arrive at Guan- 
tanamo on the 26th. 

Conditions are improving at LaQuaira, 
Owing to the splendid efforts of the 
merchants’ committee, which succeeded 
in raising considerable money and se- 
curing a large quantity of supplies to 
aid the destitute and fight the disease. 
But notwithstanding the efforts of this 
committee there are at least 1,500 desti- 
tute persons in that place, depending ab- 
solutely on charity. At the present time 
the funds are practically exhausted, but 
with the reopening of the port it is ex- 
pected that the improvement in condi- 
tions will be immediate.

Jefferson and Liberta. 


Thomas Jefferson's name first appears 
in the story of Liberia. In |!781! he ad- 
vocated the abolition of slavery and the 
colonization of the freed elaves. in 
1800 the governor of Virginia, directed 
by the legislature of his state, took up 
the question with the president by cor- 
respondence. Africa was selected as an 
appropriate site, and in !|8!16 Maryland 
joined Virginia in the undertaking to 
colonize. In I818 the slave trade was 
made statutory piracy in this country, 
and the following year it was provided 
by law that negroes from captured 
Slavers should be safely ‘‘removed be- 
yond the limits of the United States.” To 
carry out this act, the government, char- 
tered the ship Elizabeth and made pro- 
vision for conveying and settling In 
Africa on a site selected by agents sent 
by President Monroe, three hundred lib- 
erated slave trade victims. The offer of 
transportation was extended to all free 
blacks, but the Blizgabeth sailed with 
Only 86, on February 6, |820. 

On reaching the African coast the na- 
tives refused to éell the land they had 
agreed to, and the two agents and a 
third of the colonista died with fever. 
The next year 28 colonists were sent 
out, but the renewed effort to purchase 
land failed. This government then sent 
Dr. Eli Ayres and the armed naval 
schooner Alligator, commanded by Lieu- 
tenant R. P. Stockton. This effort re- 
sulted in the purchase of a coast strip 
of land 130 miles long and 40 broad, with 
perpetual tenure. The price paid was 
a miscellaneous assortment of trading 
goods. Mhis purchase ig given ae@ the last 
direct act of this government towards 
the establishment or maintenance of the 
settlement, although this government 
sent from time to time liberated negroes 
to the colony. 

The Colony Named. 


Tt was in June, 1824, that the United 
States steamer Porpoise arrtved there 
with additional colonists and gave the 
colony the name of “LAberia.” Several 
years later various states of this country 
established settlements, and the interest 
of these independent and tival settle- 
ments clashed from the first. A federa- 
tion was affected, with the exception of 
Maryland, in Liberia, im (837, when a 
commonwealth was formed, governed by 
@ board of directors. It possessed no 
allegiance to any known power nor was 
it recognized by any power as an inde- 
pendent state. It soon encountered 
trouble, however, when in i842 it at- 
tempted to collect revenue on imports. 
Great Britain objected, and ultimately 
patrolled the coast with armed vessels 
to enforce the customary free trade. LJ- 
beria sought the aid of the United States 
and the matter was the subject of much 
correspondence between Washington and 
London. 

It was on August 24, 1847, that the re- 
public of Liberia with a constitution, 
was inaugurated and the republic was 
recognized as an independent nation. 

Then began British and French bouwun- 
dary disputes, which have been gradu- 
ally settled by Liberia humbly yielding te 
the demands of ‘her stronger opponents,

EVAPORATING PEACHES 

I. J. Moultrie, Rome, Ga.--Will you please 
give me some information in,regard to drying 
peaches? Can it be done successfully in large 
quantities? What is the necessary outfit and 
what the cost? Evaporating was tried a few 
vears ago by a neighbor, but through lack of 
knowledge or necessary preparations he made 
d lete fatflure. 

Answer l am not prepared to give 
(ost of machinery outfit and other de- 
tails of drying (sun-drving) of peaches 
a large scale Indeed i do not 
that there ts any machinery for 
the purpose, other than peach parers, 
On a compartfatively small scale I have
